Every  action,  right  or  claim  against  the  Secretary  Treasurer 
resulting  from  his  administration  is  prescribed  in  five  years. 
Art.  MO. 

The  right  of  demanding  the  annulment  of  any  by-law  is  pres- 
cribed by  three  months,  ^rt.  708. 

All  arreare  for  taxes,  except  in  the  cases  of  articles  402  and 
495,  are  prescribed  by  three  years.  Art.  950. 

Prosecutions  for  fines  must  be  commenced  within  six  months. 
Art.    1045. 

The  owner  of  land  sold  for  taxes  may  redeem  within  two 
years.  Art.  1008. 

The  appeal  to  the  county  coimcil  from  a  by-law  of  a  local 
council,  must  be  made  within  fifteen  days  from  the  promulga- 
tion of  the  by-law. 

Same  delay  for  the  appeal  from  valuation-rolls,  acts  of  appor- 
tionment and  Proces-Verbals. 

The  right  of  appeal  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  County  or 
District :  — 

1o  From  any  judgment  rendered  by  a  Justice  of  the   Peace  ; 

2o  From  any  decision  given  by  a  county  council,  sitting 
otherwise  than  in  appeal,  or  by  a  board  of  delegates.  —  is  pres- 
cribed by  ten  days.
